Your RadioShack Static Discharger Key- 
chain is a compact and easy-to-use device 
that protects you from static eiectricity that 
can buiid up in metai objects. 

Its features inciude: 

Discharger Pin — iocated at the front end of 
the unit to contact metai objects and dis- 
perse their static eiectricity. 

Neon Lamp Indicator — fiashes when static 
is discharged. 

LED Light — heips you find keyhoies in the 
dark.

Using the Static Discharge 

1 . Hoid the metai contact rod at the base of 
the keychain and touch the metai con- 
tact button on the back cover. 

2. Touch the front metai pin to any metai 
object, such as a door knob, to dis- 
charge static eiectricity from the object. 


Notes: 

• Static charge might not be completeiy 
eliminated, depending on the humidity, 
the strength of the static charge, and the 
material of your clothing. 

• For the best performance, keep a firm 
grip on both the keychain and the metal 
contact button. 

Using the Keyhole Finder 

Press the green button on the back cover to 
turn on the keyhole light. Release the button 
to turn off the light. 

Replacing the Battery 

Your Static Discharger Key Chain comes in- 
stalled with one CR2032 battery for the key- 
hole light. When the light dims, replace the 
battery. For the best performance and long- 
est life, we recommend a RadioShack lithium 
button-cell battery. 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the 
screws of the back cover, then remove 
the cover. 

2. Remove the old battery and insert a new 
one into the battery compartment with its 
positive side up. 

3. Replace the cover and secure it with the 
screws. 
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• Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 


• Keep button-cell batteries away frem children. Swallowing a button-cell battery can be fatal. 
Caution: Use only a fresh battery ef the required size and the recemmended type.
